enormous. In his. testimony before 
the War Labor Board, Vice-Presi- 
dent Lewis of the Company stated 
that the men were still shifting at 
a rate that would bring the labor 
turnover for the current year to 118 
per cent; for every hundred jobs, 
one hundred and eighteen men would 
quit. The Company lays this ruin- 
ous situation to the irresponsibility 
of the men and the ease with whicn 
good jobs can now be found all 
through the country.

Amer- 
ica shovs us how war diplomacy' 
should /be conducted, going briefly 
right to the point.
